Speech Defects 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Out of every 100 people, 11 will be found 
to have some kind of speech defect, it is estim- 
ated. When we think of a speech disturbance, 
we immediately think of stammering; however, 
there are other imperfect ways of speaking 
equally well known to the speech expert. 

Sometimes we speak im- 
properly through carelessness, 
as is seen when we slur our 
words or run‘them together. 
For example, we may intend 
to say, “I have to go,” but will 
get the words out in this form, 
“Thaftago.” Another common 
imperfection is due to failure 
to pronounce the final con- 
sonants on the ends of words 
—thus the one who intends to 
say “and” says “an.”

Still another offense is talking through tye 


nose, which gives the words a harsh, nasal 
twang. Often, this is due to nasal catarrh or to 
the presence of enlarged adenoids, and with the 
right treatment, the voice may be greatly im- 
proved. 

Occasionally, a voice is made unattractive 
because the words are spoken monotonously, 
without the proper inflection and feeling being 
brought out. Such a manner of speaking lacks 
color, warmth and vividness. 

Still another common trouble in speaking is 
due to breathing incorrectly, which will make 
the voice choppy or jerky. The one who has not 
learned to breathe correctly will take a large 
gulp of air, plunge into his sentence and then 
run out of breath in the middle of it. Toward 
the end the voice gets fainter and fainter, like 
a run-down phonograph record. Or the individ- 
ual may try to breathe in while talking, or may 
try to hold his breath and still allow the words 
to flow out. 

When you use your voice normally, you talk 
while letting the air out, allowing the expired 
breath to come out in a smooth, steady, even 
stream. Breath control is the very foundation of 
the correct use cf the voice in speaking, and to 
speak correctly you must first of all breathe 
correctly 

The most noticeable interruption in speak- 
ing may come from hesitation, when the speaker 
and hesitates and seems to be hunting 
around for the word to say next. This habit can 
be very annoying to the listener. Such hesita- 
tion is often found in a marked form in the stut- 
terer, but may appear in a mild form in the 
person who merely pauses to grope for a word. 

Then there are those who speak too rapidly 
and whose words rattle out too fast. Their man- 
ner of speaking reminds you of the rapidity 
with which a machine gun discharges bullets 
and it is hard to hear clearly every word ut- 
tered, 

In some people, the most objectionable thing 
about the speaking voice is the habit of shout- 
ing. It is certainly very tiring to listen to one 
of these continual “loud-speakers.”’ However, 
this fault is easily remdved by speaking in a 
tone of voice so low that the words are only a 
mumble, causing the listener to strain to hear 
what said. Many people mumble along in 
this way because of shyness. 

Lisping is a speech defect caused by an in- 
ability to produce certain sounds. Occasionally 
we meet an adult who persists in using “baby 
talk” without realizing that many people dis- 
like this habit. 

If you find yourself getting into difficulties 
while speaking, you must realize that 
speaking habits need to be improved and that 
you still have something to learn about this 
everyday business called talking
